March 3, 1921, by the State Railroad 
Commission, rates for industrial gas 
served by the Southern Counties Gas 
Company in its Eastern district, in¬ 
cluding Orange county, Whittier, Po¬ 
mona and Monrovia districts, will be 
increased approximately 5 cents per 
thousand cubic feet.

wells by steam power, and is for the 
sale of strictly surplus gas.
